So far as it 
goes, this protocol is an absolute peace 
treaty. Thus, having provided for the 
disposition of Cuba, Porto Rico and 
one of the Larlrone islands, there is 
nothing more for any peace commis- 
sion to do in relation to those subjects. 
Their fate is sealed, and the protocol 
in that res-pect is as binding as any 
definite treaty of peace. 


Many details remain to be agreed 


upon which are not even referred to 
in the protocol.

The City's fililk Stands. 


Little leaden colored buildings, fs- 


miliar edifices for several summers past, 
have again been placed in the various 
public parks for tho sale of pasteurized. 
milk. The full complement of 12 is in 
operation In the parks and other public 
places. The sale of sterilized, pasteur- , 
ized or modified milk, the product being 
known under these various names, was 
inaugurated by Nathan Straus. Tho 
service has been constantly extended 
until now the depots are scattered over 
the more populous parts of the city, 
from the Battery to Central park. The 
booths in a majority of the parks are 
open from. 8 o'clock in the morning un 
til 6 o'clock at night and for half a day 
Sunday. In Central park the sale is 
continued all day on Sundays and holi- 
days. On the recreation piers the milk 
may be obtained from 8 o'clock in the 
morning until 10 o'clock at night, and 
also during the same hours on Sunday, 
which naturally is one of the days when 
the piers are utilized most by those for 
whom the charitable service was prima- 
rily intended. At the City Hall park 
depot the hot day sales average between 
5,000 and 6,000 glasses a day, an aver- 
ago of nearly ten glasses a minute. The 
price is 1 cent a glass. Bottles are filled 
for babies at the same rate.

TO MAKE BOOK COVERS. 


Books that have old and damaged 


covej-s or are very handsomely bound 
may be covered with a really charm- 
'ing design at very small cost. 


A piece of coarse canvas should be 


chosen a little larger than the size of 
the book it is desired to cover. Then 
the threads should ba carefully count- 
ed and an outline in black wool made 
at every ninth thread, the stitches be- 
ing long and short ones alternately. 
The wools worked in between are in 
three shades of pink and three shades 


bu,t the neater way, but one which re- 
quires clever fingers, is to leave a mar- 
gin after fixing down the worked cover 
and then paste calf or morocco leather 
over the back and round the 'design. 
The leather might be purchased very 
cheaply from any good bookbinder. 
Perhaps, however, it is better to get a 
bookbinder to fix the worked cover, as 
neatness would then be guaranteed.

To Utilize Scraps of Paint. 


In the artist's color box will often ac- 


cumulate odds and ends of hardened 
paints. The ends of; aquarelle tube col- 
ors and of other color cakes may ba 
rendered of use cnce more if treated in 
the following manner: Separate the 
fragments of color, crush each variety 
to a fine powder and after soaking sep- 
arately for several hours in a littlu 
water grind each very fine upon a plate 
of glass or, failing that, of porcelain. A 
glass muller is sold for the purpose of 
grinding colors, but the flat of a silver 
spoon may be substituted. Then add a 
little of diluted gum arable water t<J 
work tho powder into a paste. The 
moist color thus obtained should bo 
rubbed on shells or little porcelain dish- 
es and will be ready for use at once and 
also when dry. To prevent it peeling 
off the smooth surface of the plate a. lit- 
tle glycerin may be added before tho 
color is applied to the- shell or dish. It 
.must be used sparingly, as a too lavish 
hand would hinder the paint from dry- 
ing properly.

Pound tho yolks of two hard boiled 


eggs in a mortar with half «n ounce o£ 
butter and a dess?rtr,;jOonful of potted 
lonjue *nd stason with pepper, salt 
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about the size of a walnut in an enamel- 
ed laucppan. add the efg mixture «n<i 
stir until it is thoroughly heated. Have 
ready some finger shaped pieces of 
broad which hrve been fried a golden, 
brown, spread them rather 11- iculy with 
tho prepared ej-g, scatter some brown- 
ed crumbs which have been made hot 
with a little buttor over the top and 
place in the oven for two or three min- 
utes bof-n-e dishing up. Garnish \vitli 
the whites of tha eggs, finely chopped, 
and parsley.

County Commissioner Passed Awiy at 


His Home in Adams. 


A'dalns lost another of Its best and 


foremost citizens Thursday night in 
the death of Job Kelly Anthony, who 
passed away at C.JO o'clock. He was 
a, 
county 
commissioner, 
known 


throughout the county as an honest, 
upright, square-dealing man, and his 
death 
brings sorrow to the entire 


town as well as to the county which 
he served. 


Mr. Anthony had not been feeling 


well for some time, though until about 
six weeks ago he was able to be about. 
He went on a tramp over the moun- 
tains with the commissioners and the 
walk affected his right leg. Gangrene 
set in, caused by a complication of 
diseases. 
The best of care was given 


him, but the end could not be prevent- 
ed, and he sank to rest peacefully. 


Mr. Anthony was known in Adams 


by all its citizens. He was a cheerful 
man, and carried an atmosphere of 
cordiality which attracted all. In his 
business he was thoroughly success- 
ful, but always considerate, and many 
of his customers 
will ios-i a warm 


friend in a business as well as social 
way. 


The funeral will be held from hi; 


late home at 
Maple Grove Sunday 


afternoon at 2.SO o'clock. He was a 
member of Berkshire lodge. F. and A. 
AI. and of Corinthian chapter, K. A. 


i M. These or-anizations will attend. 


J. Kelly Anthony was born in Adams 


May ::,'!, 1834, the son of Job and Han- 
nah Anthony. The place of his birth 
•.\as in the house now occupied by his 
nephew, Wilfred Anthony, near the old 
Quaker meeting house. In his early 
life he attended the Adams public 
schools and in 1S07 he entered into mer- 
cantile business. He then engaged in 
the manufacturing business, his part- 
ner being Hery Adams, now of Rock- 
ville, Ct. Later he worked as clerk at 
Maple Grove for Blackinton & Phillips. 
The firm of Anthony, Burlingame & 
Co. was then formed and the business 
of Blackinton & Phillips was bought by 
the new firm. This was in 18G8. The 
firm then built the building at Maple 
Grove and moved into it in December, 
1S77, and since then 
have remained 


iliere. 


Mr. Anthony's first presidential vote 


was cast for Lincoln. He had evPr 
since remained a firm Republican. He 
was prominent in politics and in 1877 
and 1S7S he represented his district in 
the legislature. In 1SS7 he ran for sena- 
tor and was defeated by John C. Crosby 
of Pittsfield. In 1S92 he was elected a 
member of the board of county com- 
missioners, defeating W. B. Dean of 
Cheshire. In 3S95 he \vas re-elected 
over Simon H. "White of Hinsclale. His 
second term would expire this fall. Be- 
sides being an active politician Mr. 
Anthony was a prominent business 
man. In 1881 he was elected president 
of the Plunkott Manufacturing com- 
pany. At the time of his death he was 
vice-president of the Greylock national 
banU, vice-presidont of tho Greylock 
Manufacturing company anij senior 
member of the firm of Anthony & 
Burlingame. 


Mr. Anthony was marriafl in Albany, 


N. Y., March 11, 186S, to Miss afary 0. 
Tinney, the ceremony being performed 
by Rev. James Walker. Two children 
were born to them, one, Marcus J., 
dying in infancy, and the other, Julius 
C., survives.

North Berkshire Crops, 


The Massachusetts crop report, is- 


sued by the slate board of agriculture 
gives the following reports for July 
on ihe prospects in Northern 
Berk- 


shire: 


Cheshire (L. J. Northup).—The horn 


fly is proving rather troublesome, In- 
dian corn is rather backward; none 
will go into the silo. The hay crop is 
above the average in quantity, but the 
quality is not quite up. Forage crops 
are not much raised this season, but 
some 
fodder 
earn has been put in. 


Market-garden crops are usua.iy fine 
and early potatoes are yielding fairly 
well. 
Apples 
arc 
dropping badly, 


pears promise a. fair crop, grapes will 
be quite abundant, peaches and plums 
quite plenty. 
Pastures were getting 


rather brown and dry but the late 
rains will start them. Oats are not up 
to former 
years and rye is not an 


extra crop. 


Williamstown (S. A. Hickox).—In- 


dian corn is in good condition now, but 
has begun to feel the drought to some 
extent; ten per cent, of the crop will 
go into the silo. 
Hay was a large 


crop, but that early cut was got with 
very little sun so that the quality is 
slightly off. Market-garden crops are 
feeling tho drought, but potatoes are 
in fair condition. Apples are not much 
over half a crop. 
Pasture is getting 


short. Rye, oats and barley promise 
well. 


A Healthy City, 


Tho board of health have some sta- 


tistics that it if, proud of. During July, 
1S06, the death* from cholera infantum 
were 24: during July, 1S!)7, they were 
six, and during July, ]S!)S, there was 
only one. The total deaths for this 
month in 1S96 were 56; in 1897 they were 
26, and in 1898 thoy were 18. The ty- 
phoid fever patients in the month of 
July numbered 10 in 1S86, and in the 
same month in 1897 there was only one. 
This year there were but two cases of 
that disease. These figures show that 
the death rate in the city is rapidly 
decreasing, and that the number of 
cases of contagious diseases is decreas- 
ing in like proportion. The death rate 
from cholera infantum this year in the 
month of July is considered remark- 
ably low,— one death, as compared with 
24 in the 
same month 
in 1896. The 


health officers and the doctors agree 
that the marked improvement is due 
to the very excellent sanitary condi- 
tions of the city, and that the decrease 


due to the purity of the water and to 
tho purity of the milki both brought 
about by the board of health.
